“Gom of the orient carth. and deep 
sea, Macau,” thou art worthy of the 
highest praises divine inspiration ean 
give thos. True thou hast fallen from 
thy high estate, and sauk lower and 


secluded gardens whoro Camoons, Por- 
tugal’s groatost poot, worthy brother 
of Shakespoare and Dante, composed the 
magnificent Lusiad. . 

Like Rome, erstwhile mistresa-of 
tho world, tho might and power of the 
Portuguese nation have departed, never 
to retwn. The commorcial age wo 
livo in has nevor suited the romantic 
notions of this most ancient and chi. 
valrie race. Tho. old English adage 
about suiting one’s self to circamatances 
is a doctrine altogether unknown’ to 
Lusitanian ideas. ‘Tho impracticability 
of any nation botig able to exist on 
tho glories of the past, rather than: on 
the exertions and struggles of the pro- 
sent, has never presentod itsolf in its 
proper light to our Portugueso bro. 
thren, and wo see tho result in the de- 
eay and ruin which surrounds us in 
this miniature Babylon of tho middlo 
ares.

outdono them in the moro practical 
development of commercial enterprise, 
We may despiso the Chinese for their 
strange superstitions adherence to and 
ignorant idolatry of ancient follies ; 
but in spite of ony antipathies wo must 
give thom credit for thotr perseverance, . 
their. generosity, ‘and the indomitable 
snergy they invariably display in every 
act of life, from a rebellion against the 
Emperor, to the more ignoble, and de. 
cided malodorous oporation. of “chin. 
chining” their ancestor’s bones... 

Tho late’ Mr. Hong Kung was a 
warrior god of some renown. He was 
& pirate, but according to the ancient 


.procepts of Chinesu morality, pirates 


were very worthy and highly respected 


‘members ofsociety. Mr. Hong Kung’s 


virtues were of the notorious William 
Brennan order, that is to say, he robbed 
the rich for the sole purpose of assisting 
the poor, and like the late lamented 
Brennan, the warrior god at last full 
into tho hands of the authorities, but 
more fortunate’ than the Irish highway- 
man, he managed to escapa,. by the 
assistance: of a duck’s head, in some 
mysterioua way which we are unable to 
understand, but which has since kept 
that useful and nutiitious bird sacred 
from the sumptuous menu of all Chinese 
feasts during the Hong Kung festival.

nerable Frenchwomen be conveniently 


. transported from bustling Baker Street 


to the classic grovosjof Macao, At night 
wheu the whole of this arcade is. it 
up with thousands of brilliant lamps, 
the perspective. is really splendid, 
although tho narrownoss,of the street 
and the immenso concourse of people 
render locomotion and sight sooing 
a dangerous and exceedingly arduous 
pastime. “Tho procossion of course is 
tho grand event, and grand enough it 
certainly iy if magnitude and gorgeous

Surroundings may bo accepted as. 


evidences of grandeur, Chinese pro- 
ceasions, like Chinose decorations, are 
absolutely: sickéuing in their samoness, 
Shakespeare said of Erypt's quoen, tho 
maguificant. Cleopatra, “ Age cannot 
wither her, nor enstom stale. Ter 
‘infinite varioty ; other woinen cloy the 
appetites they foed,. but sho makes 
hungry whoro most she satisfies.” 

As tho grand procession .of Chinese 
in honor of Hong Kung ig arranged by 
the various guilds, it would be impos- 
sible to compute the numbor of persons 
who took an activo part, as each puild 
is responsible for its own arrangemonts, 
The guild system of tho Chineso: re- 
somblos in many respects tho Livery. 
mon of tho City of London, and the 
oll trading companios of Edinboro, 
although’s poverty of idea is painfully 
conspicuous in everything connected 
with decvrativo art, which is widely 
different from processions at homo. 
The whole of the soparate guilds were 
ropresented with the same kind of 
carved figures, the same gaudily dres- 
sed men and children, the samo horrid 
tom-toms and screeching music, the 
same wretched ponies, footsore or lame. 
in almost every instance; in fact, a 
procession which took two mortal 
hours*to—pass—one--given—spot—and— 
vahich filled the stroets of the ancient 
city from early morn till dewy. evo, 
was, after tho first five minutes, a long 
continued, sickening repotition. Tho 
most enjoyable feature apparently to 
the thousands upon thousands of on. 
lookers who crowded the line of march 
was a huge dragon, over fifty yards 
in length-we should imagine, which, 
manipulated by about sixty men, went 
through a series of ludicrous antics, 
much to the amusement of the coolie 
class, who hardly knew whether to 
laugh or run away. The carving on 
some of the ornamental boards was 
very fine, but it looked frightful to seo 
one side of the board a mass of 
curriously carved ivory figures, and the 
other a rough piece of China pine, 
without even-a coat of paint. The 
dresses were new and gonerally magni- 
ficont, but a mandarin witha splendidly . 
embroidered silk coat, and the tattered 
nether garments of a chair coolie was 
too frightful to contemplate, Outside 
all was intended to be glaring and 
effective, but want of a very small 
amount of care greatly detracted from 
the gonoral tout ensemble. ‘The various 
flags or banners were exceedingly ° 
‘pretty, and very conspicnous for the 
artistic embroidery work, Hong Kung 
has ‘been greatly honoured ; -his coun- 
trymen. have been most enthusiastic, 
tnost liberal, and decidedly enterprising 
in their efforts to keep his name green 
with the rising generation, and to per. 
petrate his fame with becoming .écldé. 
Good has certainly come out of their 
efforts, as the exodus of countless thou. 
sands from the many Chinese cities in 
the vicinity to take part in the ceremony 
must of nocessity have benefited Macao 
from a commercial point of.view, and 


-given an impetus to trade which she - 


badly needed. The decorations in the 
bazaar by gas light were most effective, 
but the grand procession, unique ii its 
proportions, may be correctly described 
ag six miles of tawdry tomfoolery. 

We “learn that at 8.45 p.m. this 
evening the Hung Hang Fantan House, 
in the Raw do Jogo was the scene of 
confusion and alarm, Jt appears that 
while some 260 persons were engaged 
at the gamé of fours a bomb containing 
about Zlbs. of gunpowder was thrown 
by some one unknown on the counter.
